Thousands On Hand To 
Mourn The Great Benny

Jack Benny Sunday with tears 
and gentle jokes he would have 
liked. 
Men and women who cam e

brilliantly sunny Sunday after­ 
noon in a cem etery packed with 
celebrities, fans and emotion. 
George Burns, Benny's best 
friend, broke down in 
sobs 
three sentences into his eulogy 
and could not finish. Bob Hope, 
who m et Benny on Broadway 45 
years ago, carried on, mixing 
gentle humor with his tributes. 


“ He was stingy to the end,” 
Hope said. “ He was only with 
us 60 years, and 
it 
wasn't 
enough." 


Burns, who with his wife 
G rade 
Allen, 
was 
one 
of 
Benny’s fellow giants of the 
golden days of network radio in 
the 
1930s 
and 
1940s, 
said 


beforehand that he did ‘not 
know if he could go through 
with his part of the eulogy. “ I 
told that to Mary (Livingston, 
Benny’s widow), and she asked 
me to try ." 
“What can I tell you about 
Jack?

y ears...’’ Burns broke. “ I can ’t 
imagine my life without him ," 
he sobbed and returned to his 
seat. 
Police several times had to 
push back the crowd of 2,000 
who Came to see Benny buried 
at Hillside Memorial Cemetery.

dations in January.

holiday retreat, Ford has been 
dividing 
his 
time 
between 
skiing and long strategy ses­ 
sions 
with 
advisers 
on 
the 
economy 
and 
the 
need 
for 
energy conservation. 
When 
he 
announced 
his 
original 31-point program 
to 
“ Whip 
Inflation 
Now'" 
in 
October, Ford cam e out strong­ 
ly in favor of a 5 per cent 
surtax on family incomes of 
$15,000' and more as a. m eans of 
siphoning off buying power and 
raising revenue. He called the 
surtax a m ajor weapon against 
inflation, which he described 
repeatedly as “public enemy 
no. 1" and a greater threat 
than recession. 
The 
surtax 
proposal 
got 
nowhere in the last Congress 
i.,nd neither did most of the 
o her 31 original points. 
White House press secretary 
Ronald Nessen acknowledged 
the President was scrapping 
parts of that program because 
he finds “ the economic situa­ 
tion has changed” 
Ford also deferred action on 
a secret report on charges the 
CIA illegally spied on thousands 
of American dissidents during 
the Nixon adm inistration. 


Nessen said Ford found the 
CIA 
situation 
“com plicated” 
and was reconsidering whether 
to publish portions of the report 
because 
“people’s lives 
and 
reputations are involved.”

Rebel Inmates End Five 


Hour Uprising In Dublin

DUBLIN (UPI) - The rebel 
prisoners dropped their sticks, 
bottles and stones without a 
fight, but sang out songs as 
they m arched unbowed to their 
cells. 
The inm ates ended a five- 
hour uprising at Ireland's top 
security prison Sunday night, 
releasing 
16 captive 
guards 
when more than 100 riot police 
storm ed a barricaded cell block, 
Police said the 140 rebels — 
all m em bers of the extrem ist 
Provisional wing of the Irish 
Republican Army —went, on a 
rampage to press for improved 
conditions at PorjjkKoise Prison, 
50 miles south of Dublin. 
Authorities said nobody was 
hurt in the brief uprising, but 
the rebel inn ales extensively 
dam aged 
or j 
of 
the 
jail’s 
wings. 
Police 
said 
the . prisoners 
began the rebellion during the 
afternoon, sm ashing furniture, 
ripping down lighting fixtures 
and breaking doors to bar­ 
ricade their cellblock. 
The unarm ed prisoners over­ 
powered the 16 guards in the 
cellblock, but did not try to 
escape. 
They 
used 
broken 


furniture and bedding to block 
off m etal staircases on the first 
floor of the four-story block. 
Prison 
guards 
m ade 
one 
attem pt to storm the block, but 
were turned back by a hail of 
stones, bottles and paint cans. 
Authorities then ordered 600 
arm y troops and riot police to 
ring the block. 
The inm ates issued demands 
for 
better 
educational 
and 
medical facilities, more food 
parcels from relatives and an 
improved parole system . Prison 
officials agreed to consider the 
demands. 
Authorities then brought in 
mobile arc lights to illuminate 
the pink, green and blue walls 
of the blockaded prison wing 
during the siege. The sm ashed 
lights inside had left the block 
in darkness. 
At about 9 p.m ., a force of 
100 police rushed the ground 
floor, sm ashing 
through 
the 
hastily erected barricades. The 
inm ates quickly gave up and 
freed their hostages. 
“The 
situation 
within 
the 
prison is now completely quiet 
and under control,” a prison 
spokesman 
said.

21 Americans Killed In 


Crash Of Chartered Plane 


GUATEMALA CITY (UPI) - 
Florence Berger had looked 
forward to the trip. It was a 
great way for a high school 
history teacher to spend Christ­ 
m as vacation. 
Miss Berger, a New Yorker, 
flew off enthusiastically to see 
Central America's Indian ruins 
first hand. The trip ended over 
the weekend in a fiery plane 
crash near the Mayan ruins of 
Tikal. 
She was one of 21 Americans, 
most of them teachers from the 
New York area, to die Saturday

Solar Energy May Be Used 
To Heat New Mexico Captial

SANTA FE. N.M. (UPI) - 
NewT Mexico’s state capitol, 
portions of which are almost 90 
years old, ¡nay soon be heated 
by solar energy. 
“We see two major benefits 
in this syatem,” deputy state 
property control chief Carl 
Sedillo said, “the conservation 
of energy and the reduction in 
the amount of pollutants we 
could be putting into the air.” 


The system would cost about 
$700,000, but Sedillo said sav­ 
ings in fuel bills would offset 
the cost in 12 to 15 years. 


A request for money will be 
submitted to the 1975 legisla­ 
ture as part of n $2 million 
request for re:i< v don of the 
old capitol,

as

Bataan Memorial Building. The 
Bataan building started as the 
state capitol in 1886, with major 
modifications and extensions in 
1900 and 1952. 


Planners say the solar energy 
system will be tailored for 
eventual hookups to two adja­ 
cent buildings. The system also 
will 
be adaptable 
for 
air- 
conditioning. 
Sedillo said the system would 
replace eight boilers in the 
building complex, one of them, 
installed at the time of original 
construction. 
The system would be com­ 
prised 
of 
a 
set 
of 
heat 
collectors located on top of the 
building, a large water storage 
tank and a distribution unit. 
Water heated to about 
115 
degrees Fahrenheit would be 
distributed to heat coils pieced 
in the ceilings of the building. 
Fans located behind the coils 
would distribute the air in the 
rooms. 
Sedillo said high 
ceilings

Conducting a tour through the 
small back room where all El 
Paso’s phone 'equipment 
is 
housed, Gordon shrugged, “I’ll 
probably sell this stuff for 
scrap metal. You can’t keep 
everything.” 
Outmoded equipment won’t, 
be the only thing El Paso will 
lose when the system goes 
modern. 
Gone will be the telephone 
with which,, free' of charge, kids 
can call their parents until 6:30 
at night to get a ride or phone 
their friends to make a date.

Robert... “The operators get 'to 
know the kids’ voices. They 
know who’s entitled to it.”

He can no longer “tough it out’’ as signs of spreading 
recession mount. The cost of living, for- i asta nee. rose 
another 0.9 per cent last month and average real earnings 
are now down by more than 6 per cent over last year. 
Unemployment is approaching a high 7 per cent nation­ 
wide. New orders for durable goods were off 3 per cent 
last month, and even Christmas sales are generally 
disappointing. 
Clearly the American consumer’s spending power has 
dropped drastically and it is essential to get more spend­ 
ing dollars into the economy. A consensus for a tax cut 
toward this end now' appears to be building within and 
without the government, even among Republicans Th** 
main question is how big a one. 


The congressional Joint Economic Committee 
recommends, an immediate $10' billion to $12 billion tax 
reduction. Andrew Brimmer, a former member of the 
Federal Reserve Board, suggests a one-time $13 billion 
stimulus through a 10 per cent cut in the tax due next 
April And respected economist Walter Heller opts for a 
tax bite that would free up to $20 billion. 


Experts believe that such a tax reduction, combined 
with an even greater rate of expansion in the money sup­ 
ply by the Federal Reserve Board, would not have an in 
flationary impact but would be merely a tern porary shot 
to get things moving The 6.2 per cent drop in real income 
is so great that the proposed tax cuts would never make 
up the difference, and given the magnitude of the 
American gross national product — now at $1.4 trillion — 
the tax sum involved would be1 relatively minor. 


Moreover, there are a few hopeful indications that the 
economy may be seeing the light at the end of the tunnel 
for inflation. Food wholesale prices have been leveling 
off. The cost of raw materials, such as chemicals, lumber, 
and some metals, is also beginning to decline. 


Perhaps what is needed most now is to give the 
American people a lift, a feeling of confidence that the 
administration is taking concrete steps to deal with the 
faltering economy rather than waiting — unsuccessfully 
— for things to right themselves. A tax cut could well 
provide that psychological boost. 


Political as well as economic factors will of course 
weigh in whatever options Mr. Ford chooses. With his 
sights on 1976, the President does not want to be marked 
as a do-nothing leader and hence will probably take more 
vigorous action soon. At the same time he has shown no 
inclination to budge from his rock bed conservative, 
laissez-faire approaches to economic management. 
Hence the question is what kind of balance he will strike. 


But act he must — and soon.

News can be slanted even 
when you watch the action occur 
on the television tube or read 
actual quotes in news stories. 
Criticism, of the media started 
as a favorite American pasttime 
during the Vietnam war, in­ 
creasing to peak popularity 
during the days of Vice 
President Spiro Agnew and the 
aftermath 
of 
Watergate. 
Resignation of Agnew in 
disrepute, and the fall of 
President Richard M. Nixon 
stilled some critics, but did not 
bring complete vindication to 
news coverage. Evidently there 
is sound basis for such attacks. 
Attorney General Theodore L. 
Sendak, a staunch supporter of 
both National Defense and a 
free press, recently sent me a 
copy of a book. It contains an 
analysis of CBS news for the 
yearn 1972 and 1973 as it 
reported on National Defense 
issues. 
Tabulated were 196 hours of 
information and interpretation 
on 
the CBS evening news, 
Research was by the Institute 
for American Strategy, with the 
report written by Dr. Ernest W. 
Lefever of the prestigeous 
Brookings Institute. 
The network was picked, not 
'because of any belief of bias, but 
since it claims the largest 
viewing audience and the 
largest number of affiliated 
stations. While some 96.9 per 
cent of American homes have 
television sets, not all watch the 
news 
presentation. 
The 
audience is estimated at over 1.3 
million for CBS, representing 28 
per cent of the' viewing 
audience. 
Abraham Lincoln once said: 
“With, public sentiment, nothing 
can fail; without it, nothing can 
succeed. Consequently, he who 
molds public sentiment goes 
deeper than he who enacts 
statutes 
or 
pronounces 
decisions." 
Starting with this quote, the 
report continues: “No decisions 
are more important than those 
bearing on the security and 
survival of the United States 
and its free institutions. We 
need free and unfettered debate 
about the external threats we 
face and alternative ways of 
meeting them.” 
'Readers are reminded: “The 
number of airwaves are finite 
and by law cannot be privately 
owned. Airwaves are also 
scarce in contrast to the 
availability of paper or a public 
platform. A citizen with modest 
means can promote his views by 
using a duplicating machine or 
soap box. Only a citizen or group 
of citizens with substantial 
funds can own a broad casting 
station." It points to the results 
of studies showing television 
appears to have taken over as 
the prime source of .Americans 
for news and interpretation, 
with a powerf ul impact upon the 
attitudes of millions of viewers. 
A detailed description is given 
of the “Fairness Doctrine," 
evolved over forty years and 
enforced by the Federal 
Communications Commission. 
Violations can result in 
revocation or failure to renew 
the three year licenses, an event 
which has not happened since 
1949 according to the report.

Are Americans taken in as 
much as we think? A recent 
national poll, found over sixty 
per cent of the remarks about 
CBS news negative with only 34 
per cent complimentary. Words 
such as “poor, biased or not 
truthful," were used by over 25 
per cent of those surveyed, with 
men more negative to the 
network than women.

Hopefully, normality in produc­ 
tion and supply will be restored be­ 
fore reserves at major industries 
and public facilities becom e dan­ 
gerously low A survey of coal re­ 
tailers — taken the day the strike 
was settled — indicated that coal 
retailers" supplies were dwindling 
in some areas 
It is p o ssib le th at iso la te d 
problem s could occur before the 
mines are back at full production 
and the transportation system is 
able to move coal where it's most 
needed — a process that will take 
several weeks 
For that reason, the state will 
continue to monitor the supply situ­ 
ation and is prepared to take steps 
to assist those who run out of coal 
If you have an immediate problem, 
a telephone call to 317-633-4008 (a 
special number at the Indiana En­ 


ergy Office) will set this procedure 
in motion 
Several months will elapse be­ 
fore stockpiles at some industries 
are restored to 
adequate 
levels 
We don’t expect that to cause 
serio u s problem s 
But it bears

Potential Heart Disease 


Signs You Can Detect 
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Potential Heart Disease 
WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind. - 
The 
victim, 
had 
literally 
“dropped dead” in the street on 
the way to the parking lot. There 
was no warning, no sign, not 
even a noticeable symptom 
pointing to an ailment. 
But there did exist, un­ 
suspected by the victim, a string 
of conditions called “risk fac­ 
tors” that made him the logical 
target for coronary heart 
disease. These factors, which 
together create a "coronary 
risk profile,” were' the1 topic of a 
discussion recently at a con­ 
ference of YWCA leaders and 
various specialists at Purdue 
University. The conference was 
sponsored by the Department of 
Physical Education for Women. 
“Heart disease has certain 
precursors—signals that should 
be heeded,” says Dr. Lewis G. 
Robbins, Chief, Health Hazard 
Appraisal, Methodist Hospital 
in Indianapolis . He pointed to a 
study done by the Uni ted Sta tes 
Public Service in Framingham, 
Mass., in which the long -term 
health 
observations 
of 
Framingham residents were 
incorporated into probability 
tables 
of risk 
estimates. 
“Although heart disease cannot 
be cured, you can put yourself in 
a very low risk area,” he added. 
What are some of these “risk 
factors" that can serve as a 
crystal ball in warning us of 
possible danger? 
One of the most significant 
precursora of coronary heart 
disease is high blood pressure. 
Often caused by hypertension, 
this symptom afflicts one in 10 
people in the1 United. States, and 
according to the American 
Heart Association, half of them 
art1 unaware of it. Furthermore, 
only about one-eighth of those 
who do know are actually 
getting therapy for the con­ 
dition. “High blood pressure can 
lead to stroke, heart failure, and 
early 
death,” 
emphasizes 
American Heart Association 
Program Specialist Lonnie 
Merrlett of St. Louis. 
Sex and age, too, are in­ 
dicators. Al though heart disease 
does not rule out the young and 
certainly does not discriminate 
between men and women, men 
seem to have a higher risk, and 
only women over 50 have, for 


the most part, had a highly 
significant risk. 
“As our lifestyles change, 
however, and more women are 
working in high-pressure jobs, 
their heart attack rate is going 
up, too,” Robbins stated. 
He said that when a person’s 
blood pressure is between 120- 
140, it is in 'the “vulnerable” 
state—and when it reaches 180- 
200, the blood pressure becomes 
much more significant, turning 
into a precursor and a potential 
danger sign. 
Diabetes, or glucose in­ 
tolerance, is cited by Robbins as 
another precursor of coronary 
heart disease, along with high 
levels of serum cholesterol. For 
each of these, the watchword is 
a proper diet. 
Although the procursors 
mentioned so far are, to a large 
extent, only partially controlled 
by the person, there are a few 
that can be controlled in most 
cases. Cigarette smoking is one, 
and being sedentary, or not 
getting enough exercise, is 
another. Those who exercise 
have a lower risk than those who 
do not. And cigarette smoking 
emerges as a contributing 
culprit. 
While obesity 
is not a 
precursor as such, given the 
previously mentioned factors, it 
is an important consideration in 
improving risk status, ac­ 
cording to Robbins. 
“Weight control is not only 
treatment, 
but 
preventive 
medicine,” says Janet Greger, 
extention specialist at Purdue. 
She adds that two good points to 
remember in dieting are to 1) 
reduce caloric intake and 2) 
increase activity. She warns 
that there is no ’’cure-all” 
method of losing weight—or 
keeping it off, other than 
(lavaloping sensible eating 
habits, 
More than half of all coronary 
deaths 
occur outside 
the 
hospital before help can reach 
the victim, and 65 per cent of 
these are “unheralded by prior 
symptoms and occur unex­ 
pectedly.” 
Learning to recognize the 
precursors and dealing with 
them is the first step. “You and 
your doctor can improve your 
chances of survival,” Robbins 
concluded.

4 teaspoon cloves 
1 teaspoon cinnamon 
2 teaspoons baking soda 
3 tablespoons cold water 
2 cups very finely chopped apples 
Cream shortening and sugar; blend in molasses and 4 
cup cold water; mix well. Mix and sift flour, salt and 
spices; stir in. (batter will be very stiff.) Dissolve baking 
soda in 3 tablespoons cold water; stir in.

Holidays 
Call For 
Special Dress 


WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind. — 
Holiday parties sometimes call 
for holiday glamour. And you 
may have an ensemble that 
makes you feel glamorous from 
head to toe—until you put your 
everyday coat over it. 
What to do? You might tiy 
making a special wrap to wear 
to gala events,, suggests Jean 
Goodrick, Extension clothing 
and textiles specialist at Purdue 
University. 
The many deep pile fabrics 
available make glamorous 
coats and capes. And the fabrics 
are relatively inexpensive and 
easy to work with, Dr. Goodrick 
points out. 
But before you get carried 
away with the project, Dr. 
Goodrick 
offers 
several 
suggestions. You'll find them 
helpful—especially if you’ve 
never worked with pile fabrics, 
"‘First, choose a simple 
pattern with few details. The 
simpler the design, the fewer 
the problems,1” the specialist 
says. 
/ 
For example, avoid but­ 
tonholes; other closures work 
better on deep pile fabrics. And 
fashion details such as tucks or 
pleats are best, reserved for 
other types of fabrics. 
Avoid bulk wherever you can. 
For example, do away with 
seams when possible, if a 
pattern for a straight coat calls 
for a center back seam, you can 
eliminate the seam, by placing 
the seamline on a fold. 
In some styles, you can cut the 
front facing as an extension of 
the coat front. This eliminates 
the need for a seam to attach the 
facing to the coat front. 
You can also eliminate some 
facings by using a braid trim to 
finish edges, Dr. 'Goodrick says. 
Another bulk-reducing idea: 
do away with the darts if you 
can. “Try easing the pattern 
instead of putting in a dart,” the 
specialist says, adding that this 
won't be possible if much 
shaping is required. 
If you must use a large dart, 
trim away some of the bulk 
after the dart is stitched. 
However, be sure the dart is 
properly positioned and fits 
your1 body ¡before you, trim. 
When cutting out the coat, Dr. 
Goodrick continues, lay the 
pattern pieces so that the pile 
lies downward fom the top to the 
bottom of the pattern piece. Pin 
the pattern to the wrong side of 
the fabric and, for greater 
accuracy, cut a single layer at a 
time. 
Use a long machine stitch— 
eight to ten stitches per inch— 
and strong thread. The tension 
should 'be slightly loose. 
To make an invisible seam, 
stitch in the direction of the pile, 
shifting the pile away from the 
stitching line as you sew\ Pile 
caught in the stitching can be 
lifted out with a pin. 
If pressing is required, do it 
carefully on the wrong side, 
using a 
light 
touch. Dr. 
Goodrick suggests you press a 
test swatch first.
